the Democratic ticket. 


Then the President suggested 


that Kennedy consider taking 
the job of campaign manager — 
I the task he handled for his 


brother, the late President John 
P. Kennedy, in 1960. 


Later, presidential adviser Me 


George 
Bundy, a 
carryover 


from the Kennedy administra- 
tion, called the attorney gener- 
al, presumably at Johnson's be- 
hest. He wondered if Kennedy 
shouldn't voluntarily withdraw 
from vice presidential consid- 
- eration — perhaps by "leaking" 
• such a decisio to a nnespaper 


columnist. 


Kennedy declined, pointing 


out that as attorney general he 
shouldn't be and wasn't running 
for the vice presidency and that 
to 
announce a "withdraal" 


ould seem ridiculous. 


Thursday, at a news confer- 


ence, Johnson gave his descrip- 
tion of an ideal vice presidential 


w candidate. He should be accept- 
"-' ible" everywhere, Johnson said. 


Kennedy is unpopular in the 
South. 


Then, that evening, Johnson 


announced he had excluded all 
members of the Cabinet, includ- 
ing Kennedy, and those who 
meet regularly with it. 


Kennedy is believed to wield 


considerable i n f 1 u e nc e over 
Democratic machinery in a 
number of key states and it is 
this knowledge, several sources 
suggest, that led Johnson to ask 
Kennedy's services as cam- 
paign manager. 


As for Kennedy, according to 


the most reliable reports; 


1. He is puzzled, but not bit- 


ter, over the way Johnson han- 
dled the matter. He is likely to 
campaign for Johnson as he 
promised last January. Whether 
he will manage that campaign 
remains to be seen. 


2. He has told political sup- 


porters across the nation for 
weeks that he would not fight 
for the. nomination he believed 
was Johnson's to bestow. He 
never planned nor will he at- 
tempt a convention stampede 
because he thinks it would hurt 
the party and his future. 
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3. He will remain attorney 


general, at least through the 
election and possibly, if Johnson 
is elected, through the January 
inauguration. 


4. He remains deeply interest- 


ed in foreign affairs — especial- 
ly in South and Central America 
and Africa — and could be per- 
suaded to accept a post bearing 
on these areas in a new Johnson 
administration. 


5. He will attend the Demo- 


cratic convention in Atlantic 
City as a member of the Massa- 
chusetts delegation. 


King Admits 
Relations In 
North Are Bad 


ATLANTA (AP) - Dr. Martin 


Luther King Jr. says race rela- 
tions in the North are becoming 
worse than those in the South — 
and the outlook is not hopeful. 


"The 
North is potentially 


more explosive," King said Fri- 
day after his return from New 
York. 


"There is an urgency. If the 


states, the cities and the federal 
government temporize and feel 
that they can make small gains, 
we are in for some very tragic 
periods of rioting and violence." 


King said swift .decisive ac- 


tion is needed in the North's big 
cities to clean up Negro ghettos; 
otherwse, more violence is in- 
evitable. 


He suggested that a special 


pilot project might be made of 
Harlem for the President's anti- 
poverty program. 


"The cities can't do it alone. 


They must have help from the 
state and the federal govern- 
ment," King said. 


He said he was optimistic 


about the South. 


"I think in the South you witt 


have in the next few years a to- 
tally desegregated society — 
with the exception of rural 
areas," King said. "The South 
can pass the North in race re- 
lations. 


"With the exception of Missis- 


sippi, I am much more hopeful 
about the South in race relation 
than I am about many sections 
of the North. 


"The main 'difference grows 


out of the fact that in the North 
the discrimination is more sub 
tie, covert and hidden than in 
the South, where it is often le 
gal, overt and open. 


"Now it is precisely for this 


reason that the problem is much 
more difficult to get at in the 
North and much more frustrat 
ing to the Negro. 
"I am not saying the North is 


incapable of redemption and o 
solving this problem;'—tiriiy li 
not yet see the program alive' 
that will solve it. The rioting 
should challenge the northern 
communities to move ahead, 


"I see this as the North's 


deepest moment of challenge 
and its response may well de- 
termine the destiny of Ameri- 
ca."

Chicago Not 
too Good for 
Migrants

CHICAGO (AP) — For thou- 


sands of Southern, Appalachian 
white persons a journey north- 
ward represents the hope of an 
end to poverty and deprivation. 


But for many of the 25,000 


migrants living in Chicago, the 
city has meant only continued 
despair. Uneducated, unskilled 
and unaccustomed to city ways, 
the migrants find the transition 
from backwood to urban setting 
almost impossible. 


Part of President Johnson's 


antipoverty bill is aimed at cor- 
recting the economic conditions 
that drive the migrants north- 
ward. But the dislocated mi- 
grants also have become a wel- 
fare problem in Chicago, where 
they have settled in a five-mile- 
long, one-mile wide area on the 
North Side known as Uptown. 


"One of the biggest problems 


for the migrant is exploitation," 
said Dewey W. Wood, director 
of the Chicago office of the 
Council of the Southern Moun- 
tains. 


"The migrants pay $27 to $35 


dollars a week rent for unbe 
lievable apartments. Often four 
families (of six or seven per 
sons each) share the same bath 
room," Dewey said.

Poisonous VfoxM 
Place, Including Back Yards

"Poison in the Back Yard" 
xplained that poisonous plants 
;row everywhere—even in your 
wn house. And a 
surprising 


lumber of people have died af- 
er eating them. No, we aren't 
rying to push a "panic button," 
iut a few pertinent facts are 
)eing presented to try to incur 
precaution. 


Many poisonous plants are so 


common and seemingly harm- 
ess that you don't suspect their 
oxic quality. People may know 
hat leaves from the oleander 
bush, grown indoors and out- 
doors all over the country, are 
extremely poisonous, but it may 
come as a surprise that many 
Deople have died merely from 
sating steaks that have been 
ipeared on oleander twigs and 
roasted over a fire (notice that 
no reference is made here of 
charcoal or fat, merely oleand- 
er twigs). 


Rhododendron contains a poi- 


son that has shown up in the 
honey made by bees that visit- 
ed the plant. The bee doesn't 
know to stay away from such 
plants, but your children should 
be taught to avoid chewing or 
munching on leaves. The lethal 
juice from one leaf of the popu- 
lar Christmas flower, the poin- 


ple for years; 


Castor bean seeds have caus- 


ed widespread concern among 
officials because they are so 
readily available and can be pur- 
chased in any garden 
store. 


With proper usage, they are a 
boon to horticulturists, but in 
the hands of a child one seed 
eaten, creates enough blood poi- 
son to be fatal. It was not dis- 
covered until 1961 that the seeds 
of the wisteria, a vine that is 
both beautiful and quite com 
mon, are poisonous. 


The only safeguard, author! 


ties agree, is to keep all plants 
..away from very small children 
who may nibble on them, and 
to teach children never to pu 
in their mouths any plant o 
berry not commonly used as 
food. Adults, of course, should 
n't make "medicinal" concoc 
tions from plants or chew 01 
plant stems. If someone doe 
ingest a dangerous plant, cal 
a physician immediately for hi 
advice. Don't try home reme 
dies, and sometimes it is no 
advisable to induce vomiting 
contrary to the belief of many 
Let the doctor tell you what t 
do.
